TREE PLANTING HINTS 
. FOR THE PRAIRIES 
| 


Puddling the roots is an ancient and 
all- important practice in ‘tree planting 
that is often more lionoured’ in the 
breach than in the observance, and it 
is well to remember that just as soon 
as the bale of trees arrives from. the 
the nursery it should be opened out 
and the roots dipped in a thick puddle 
of, mud and: water, This: keeps ‘them 
moist and in good condition til they 
are planted in their permanent situa- 
‘tion, The puddle can be made ina 
hole in the ground or in a pail. If it is 
‘not convenient to piznt the trees right! 
away i.e. for a ‘day or itwo, they should 
be puddled and hecled in the ground 
till they. he planted Heeling in is 
a simple matter. A trench is opened 
large enough ‘to hold the roots com- 
fontably It should also be deep enough 
too often it is far too shallow. The 
foots of the puddled plants are laid in 
this singly, but close togéther and cov 
ererd ‘well with soil, which should be 
tramped firmly about the roots, a most 
important matter ina cry country.
